In a speech delivered before the 
Sherbrooke Board of Trade, Mr. J. H. 
Sherrard, Vice-President of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ * Association, 
made some striking statements about 
the “Made-in-Canada” movement, 

After a general presentation of the 
arguments for the “Made-in-Canada” 
idea, dealing particularly with present 
conditions, Mr. Shorrard showed very 
conclusively what the practical appli- 
cation of the doctrine in the pur- 
chases of the everyday consumer 
would mean. ; 


Adding Cities 


Mr. Sherrard referred to Sherbrooke 
as an important city and said there 
were only twenty-two other cities in | 
Canada as large or larger. Did they’ 
realize that if the boots now made 
in the United States and sold to 
Canadians were made in Canada, it 
would add another city to Canada as 
large as Sherbrooke? Canada was! 
thought to be a great paper-making 
country, but did they know that if the 
business men of Canada would specify | 
a Canadian paper for their stationery, | 
it would add another town to the 
Dominion the size of Sherbrooke? 
They all knew the value of a busy 
woollen mill to a city, amd yet when | 
he, the speakér, asked his tailor to | 
show him some Canadian tweeds he 
looked at him with a sort of mild pity 
and replied he did not make them up. 
When asked to have some samples 
ready the next morning the tailor 
looked troubled and said the jobber 
from whom he bought his cloth did) 
not carry Canadian tweeds. After the 
tailor in question had been informed 
they would be very stylish next year, | 
and that the speaker intended finding | 
a tailor who could keep him dressed 
up to the minute, the samples'arrived 
the next morning, and they were as 
good as any West of England) cloth. 

Made in Sherbrooke

“WADEANCANADA” 
AND UNEMPLOYMENT 


How Civic Fathers Furnish Work For 
Mechanics in Foreign Countries— 
Wisdom For Canadians 


In the months of September, Oc 
tober and November, 1913, a Toronto 
manufacturing concern, one of the 
largest employers of labor in that city, 
tendered on three different City com 
tracts, its aggregate tenders for the 
three jobs being $64,845. The con- 
tracts were awarded, respectively, to 
firms in Glasgow, Philadelphia and 
New York, whose aggregate tenders 
were $64,538, $307 or less than one- 
half of 1% below those of the Toronto 
firm. Hundreds of this firm’s em- 
ployees have been laid off in the last 
few months through lack of work, 
The contracts embraced’ pumps, ma- 
chinery and iron castings. 

In Winnipeg a few mgnths ago the 
City Council awarded to the American 
Cast Iron and Foundry’ Company of 
Birmingham, Ala., a contract for 1,100 
approximately $50,000 
worth of work. A Fort William firm, 
whose price was only $800 more than 
that of the United States firm, lost 
the contract when most of its plant 
was idle and hundreds of unemployed 
were walking the streets of Fort Wik 
liam. 

The Works Department in Toronto 
purchased its 1913 supply of paving 
bricks, valued at. approximately $40, 
for the most part in United 
States. If Toronto brick makers had 
secured the wages involved in this 
contract, instead of their rivals in 
Ohio, many workmen, now in the 
bread line, would have had several 
months longer work, and therefore 
to tide them over the

It would be unreasonable to demand 
under all circumstances that Civic 
Purchasing Departments should buy 
the ‘Made-in-Canada” product. It 
would be found, however, that if the 
total cost of Toronto’s unemployment 
relief measures were added to the 
contract price of foreign firms, who 
secured orders in competition with 
Canadian firms in Canada, that there 
would be no margin in favor of the 
outsiders. Self help is the best form 
of philanthropy, and by helping Can- 
adian factory workers and Canadian 
manufacturers to secure a larger share 
of civic business, Canadian cities 
would be insuring against unemploy-

| How Tiny Insect Tells His Friends 


From mies. WSR 

Students of the hehavior of peste are 
well aware of the fact that they wilt 
not tolerate str ants in their 
nests, If a foreigner, even though of 
the same species and indisti 
able to himan eyes 
inhabitants of the nest, strays in from 
another nest, she is apt t ea 4 
hastily, pursued and attacked by the 
ants which belong there. How sare 4 
know that she is a foreigner? It does 
not seem likely that among the thou- 
sands of ants belonging t> the nest, 
another ant of exactly the same spe- 
cies should be recognized as a strang- 
er by her appearance. The Englis 
naturalist, Lord Avebury, in his book 
on ‘Ants, Bees and Wasps,” publish- 
ed nearly thirty years ago, records 
some experiments to test the possi- 
bility that ants may recognize their 
nestmates through some movement of 
the feelers or antennae, with which 
they sometimes seem to greet each 
other when they meet. Y 

He stupified with aleohol ants from 
different nests, and placed them near 
one of the nests. The ants from that 
nest came out and carried their help- 
less nestmates home, but threw the 
bodies of their enemies away. Evi- 
dently friend and foe were distinguish- 
ed by something other than their be- 
havior. 

A German physiologist, Bethe, has 
aolved the problem in the following 
way: He suspected that ants from a 
foreign nest might have an odor that 
excited the warlike instinets of ants 
in the home nest. Accordingly, he 
took a number of ants from one nest, 
killed them, and crushed their bodies 
so that the body fluids were pressed 
out. Taking some live ants from a 
second nest, he first dipped them in 
water and alcohol, and *:en into the 
body fluids of the other ants. He 
then returned them to their own nest. 
Their nestmates fell upon them as if 
they had been total strangers, and 
they were driven out, and in some 
instances killed. 

On the other hand, Bethe found 
that the foreign nest, the odor of 
which they now presumably bore, 
would receive peaceably the ants 
which had undergone the transform- 
ing treatment. 

Other observers have confirmed 
these results of Bethe’s, for many spe- 
cies of ants. The truth then seems 
to be that any ant odor differing from 
their own puts the ants into a war- 
like attitude. 

It is true that this explanation re- 
quires one to suppose that a different 
odor belongs to every ant nest, and 
this seems hard to believe, yet noth- 
img else appears to account for the 
facts. 

There are many other remarkable 
things about the sense of smell in 
insects, and it must be remembered 
that the sense of smell in human be- 
ings is far inferior to that of some 
animals, for-example, the dog. Man 
cannot judge the capacities of other 
animals in the matter of smell by his 
own poor performances.
